418 and read the plain, 
simple answer contained in 
Paul’s Epistle to the Co- 
lossian brethren. “And he 
is the head of the body, the church.” 
Frem a grammatical standpoint, we are 
forced to acknowledge that the two are 
the same. It is impossible to separate 
them without doing violence to the 
Scriptures in this and many other quota- 
tions. 

Accepting it in this light, we are then 
asked the question by the Christian 
world: “Where is the body of Christ, the 
Church of God?” Turn to Isa. 9:6 and 
you will see. “For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given: and the 
government shall be upon his shoulder,” 
etc. Then if the government is upon His 
shoulder, the body and Church are one, 
carrying out God’s ordained government 
in this present world.

Nevertheless the foundation 
of God standeth sure. 2 Tim, 2:19.

Text: “Why call me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say?” Luke 
6:46. 

Let us notice what some of the duties 
of life are from three different angles— 
“appropriation,” “formation,” and “do- 
nation.” 

APPROPRIATION 

Or taking, becomes our first duty. We 
are to take God into our life, as our Sav- 
ior, Counsellor, and Keeper. “I will take 
the cup of salvation and call upon the 
name of the Lord.” Ps. 116:13. Repent 
of your sins, and be born again. Nothing 
short of the NEW BIRTH will com- 
plete the first step of taking Christ into 
your life, my friend. Jesus told Nico- 
demus, “Marvel not that I said unto thee, 
Ye must be born again,” John 3:7. 

After having accepted Christ into our 
life, it becomes our duty to follow and 
obey His Word. Text, “Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things which 
I say.” “If any man will come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me.” Luke 9:23.

Paul, speaking concerning Christ and 
His Church, said, “That he might sanc- 
tify and cleanse it by the washing of 
water by the word.” Therefore, we find

that our life then must conform to the 
Word. Jesus said, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth, thy word is truth.” John 17: 
‘7. 

Text, “Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say?” 
“Having therefore these promises, dearly 
beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from all 
filthiness of the flesh, and spirit, perfect- 
ing holiness in the fear of God.” 2 Cor. 
7:1. Let us cleanse our life and measure 
up to the Word of God. “Wherefore 
take unto you the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand in the 
evil day, and having done all to stand.”

Jesus also said, “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the HOLY 
GHOST is come upon you, and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of the earth.” 
I believe then that the third great step 
of duty is to be filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Text, “And why call ye me, 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things which 
I say?” And did they obey this command? 
Then returned they unto Jerusalem, and 
went into the upper room where abode 
Peter, James and John, and the other 
brethren. These all continued with one ac- 
cord in prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of Jesus, 
and with his brethren. Acts 1:12-14. 
Yes, we notice that the disciples did just 
what Jesus told them, they tarried until 
the day of Pentecost, and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. Acts 2:4. 

Peter in his great sermon on this mem- 
orable day, said, “This is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel; And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh.” Acts 2:16, 17. So the Holy Ghost 
was not for the twelve apostles only, but 
for all flesh, yes, the hundred and twenty 
on that day, and for all who did not re- 
ceive Him. Peter said, “The promise is 
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unto you, and to your 
_ children, and to all 
that are afar off, even 
as many as th: Lord 
our God shall call.” 
Acts 2:39.

Or making. “And look that thou make 
them after the pattern, which was 
showed thee in the mount.” Ex. 25:40. 
As in earthly things a pattern, or blue 
print, or something, is given to go by in 
almost everything, so it is with the spiri- 
tual, God has a divine plan for your life.

Word—and the true pattern—Jesus the 
Son of God—to go by. He was holy, 
tempted in all points as we are, but was 
without sin.

Jesus, our pattern, was as a lamb with- 
out blemish, the holy sacrifice slain from 
the foundation of the world.

“And be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed, by the re- 
newing of your mind, that ye may prove 
what is that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect will of God.” Romans 12:2. “As 
obedient children, not fashioning your- 
selves according to the former lusts in 
your ignorance: But as be which hath 
called you is holy, so be ye holy in all 
manner of conversation.” 1 Pet. 1:14, 15. 
Making your life, your speech, your dress, 
your walk as becometh holiness. “] have 
given you an example, that ye should do 
as I have done to you.” John 13:15. In 
this example He washed the disciples’ 
feet. There are some who refuse to do 
this, as Peter did, but Peter quickly 
changed when Christ said, “If I wash 
thee not, thou hast no part with me.” 
Jesus said we ought to wash one another’s 
feet. [ believe if Jesus said we ought to 
do anything, that we should do it, don’t 
you? Text, “And why call ye me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things which I say?” 
Let us follow our example.

The 
world doesn’t want this people that has 
come out of darkness into this marvelous 
light. This peculiar people who appear 
foolish, because they believe in the real 
power of God. 


We are hated, despised, and forsaken, 
our names cast out as evil, misrepresented 
and counted as the off-scourings of the 
earth.

God 
cleaned me up but He whipped me to do 
it. I stuck a butcher knife in my left 
limb Sept. 1, 1923, and almost lost that 
limb, The doctors did all they could for 
me and said nothing but an operation 
to take that limb off at my knee would 
do me any good. I suffered eighteen 
months and had just about decided to 
have the operation. My mother came to 
see me. She told me if I would give up 
that snuff and quit all the doctors, Jesus 
would heal me. I began to think of leav- 
ing my baby girl and husband I loved so 
dearly, to go to Louisville hospital and 
maybe die there. I began to call on God 
and He came on the scene and complete- 
ly made that limb whole. Glory! glory! 
He is a rewarder of those who seek Him. 
I became afflicted in 1934. That same 
limb became ulcerated and set up blood 
poison. I took my bed in July. My hus- 
band cal'ed for Brother and Sister Rem- 
bert from Monticello to come and pray 
for me. I was so sick it seemed like a 
dream. They prayed for me and God re- 
buked the fever and I got: some relief but 
wasn’t healed. God’s ways are not our 
ways. I’m so glad if we wait on Him He 
will renew our strength. Everyone 
thought I would die and I was ready and 
didn’t fear to die, That limb burst at 
thirteen different places. Oh, what I suf- 
fered no one knows. I never had my feet 
on the floor until October. Of course, 
through all my sickness I had many poor 
o'd Job comforters who talked with me, 
but my faith was in God. I promised 
Him I would go all the way with Him if 
He would give me _ the blessed Holy 
Ghost. 

When Brother and Sister J. B. Clark 


from Koshkonong, Mo., came _ to this 
place to bring God’s Word in 1926, God 
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completely healed that limb and I can 
walk miles. Glory to His name! I had 
rather die and go onto glory than to 
bring a reproach on the cause. 


On Tuesday morning before Thanks- 
giving I was making a rug when my 
clothes caught on fire from the grate and 
I almost burned up. I suffered many 
burns on my body. My left hand was 
burned until it was scary to look at. I 
was burned about eight o’clock in the 
morning and I suffered agony until elev- 
en o’clock when God eased me. We were 
butchering hogs that day and had five 
work hands who helped rescue me while 
the flames were burning me up. I would 
try to pray for God to ease my pains and 
I couldn’t pray for myself for praying 
for poor lost sinners, I went where these 
men were working and begged them to 
get right with God. I told them that 
what I was suffering was only a little 
foretaste of what it would be in tor- 
ment where those who were lost would 
have to suffer through all eternity. I be- 
lieve God has.a purpose in everything and 
I want His will to be done. Any way He 
wants to use me I am willing, just so He 
can get giory out of my life. While I 
was burned so badly I thought of the 
just having to suffer for the unjust and 
that God knew who would suffer with 
Him. 

My whole heart’s desire is to work for 
God and His cause. Everyone who reads 
this pray for me. Also pray that we will 
have a church here sometime. All the 
preaching I hear is through the Evangel. 
My, how I did rejoice when I read Broth- 
er Thomas G. Evans’ article on “The 
Trade-Mark”. Preach it, brother, that 
just suits me. I could just go on and on 
and tell of all the good things God has 
done for me, but space will not permit. 
Heaven will be cheap at any cost and 
I am going to pay the price.—Mrs. Char- 
lie Blevins, Parnell, Ky.

At our first meeting there were two 
besides us—my wife, baby, my sister’s 
two boys and I. We started off with 
just regular Sunday and midweek meet- 
ings. We have only had about fourteen 
nights of steady meetings, but we 
are hoping for a real revival. Labor- 
ers are very few in Montana and truly 
it is a ripe field. God is blessing here, it 
seems, greater than ever before. All full 
gospel churches are showing very good 
reports. Do come to Montana and help 
us pray the fire down from heaven. 

Fifteen have been born of the Spirit 
since we started. One has been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, thirteen have been 
buried with Christ in water baptism.

the poor lame man ever received, 

There are many opportunities to give, 
you can tell them of Jesus’ power to 
save and heal, and relieve the suffering 
and bind up the broken-hearted. “As ev- 
ery man hath received the gift, even so 
minister the same.” 1 Peter 4:10. You 
say, “I am not called to preach.” Well, 
there are many ways to minister. If you 
can’t preach, then you can minister by 
GIVING. If you do that which God ex- 
pects of you, whether it be giving out 
the Word, or supporting the one who 
does, if you are faithful with him, you 
will get your reward. Jesus said it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

You say, “What should I give? and 
does the Bible tell me?” Yes, it does. God 
has always had a plan whereby His min- 
isters should be supported. TITHES and 
OFERINGS is God’s plan, or one of His 
ordinances. “Even from the days of your 
fathers ye are gone away from mine or- 
dinances, and have not kept them. Re- 
turn unto me and I will return unto you, 
saith the Lord of hosts. But ye said, 
Wherein shall we return? Will a man 
rob God? Yet ye have robbed me. But y? 
say, Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings.” Mal, 3:7, 8. Paul 
said, “Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel, should 
live of the gospel,” or they should receive 
pay for same. Jesus said ye ought to pay 
tithes. Matt. 23:23. The same Christ 
that said ye OUGHT to wash feet, said 
ye OUGHT to pay tithes. Text, “Why 
call ye me, Lord, Lord and do not the 
things which I say?” This was God’s 
plan before the law, after the law, and 
under grace. “Say I these things as a man? 
or saith not the law (Word of God) the 
same also?......Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. Doth God take care for oxen? 1 
Cor, 9:8, 9. He says no doubt for our 
sakes it was written, that we should see 
the importance of supporting God’s min- 
ister. 

Many times like the poor ox, the pas- 
tor is muzzled by people who will not 
pay their tithes, yet they expect the pas- 
tor to pull the church on over the top 
without the proper support in finance 
and co-operation. If you want God to 
bless in the church, pay your tithes and 
offerings and there will be food for your 
soul in his storehouse (the church). The 
tithe is one-tenth of all your income— 
money, farm products, and otherwise. 
Lev. 27:30. Some try to get by by say- 
ing they have no tithes after they pay 
all their bills. Please let us remember the 
first fruits are the Lord’s. Prov. 3:9. 
Let God come first. Some people give 
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their tithes as offerings, here and there. 
The tithe is one-tenth, and offerings is 
what we give above that amount. Our 
tithes are to be paid into the storehouse 
(church treasury). Tithes are for the 
ministers, the Levites, Num. 18:21. 

Paul advised that tithes and offerings 
be brought in on the first day of the 
week (Sunday). We might say, as soon 
as you get them, as you are sometimes 
tempted to use them. This some do and 
say that they expect to pay them ll 
later, but it soon gets to be a large 
amount, and they just forget it, some- 
times get cold and backslide. How much 
owest thou my Lord? To fail along this 
line of duty will destroy devotion to 
God and the result is broken fellowship 
and vows, and failure to obey the Word 
and walk in the light as He is in the light 
that there might be fellowship one with 
another. 

Tithing is one of the teachings of the 
Church of God made prominent. When 
you become a member, this teaching is 
made clear with the others, and you ac- 
cept it by covenant (or vow). To break 
this vow to God and the Church is very 
serious. He that knoweth to do good and 
doeth it not to him it is sin. You say, 
“I know it is a good thing.” Well, don’: 
go on and forget what manner of man 
you are when you look in the glass of 
God’s Word. Let’s be doers of the Word 
and not hearers only. Let us obey the 
Lord’s commandments. If Christendom 
today would do its duty along this line, 
there would not be so many churches 
closed and disbanded. The gospel and the 
Church could be established everywhere, 
preparing and hastening the soon com- 
ing of the kingdom, and His will done in 
earth as in heaven. Eccl, 12:13. Let us 
hear the conclusion of the whole matter. 
Fear God and keep His commandments, 
for this is the whole duty of man.

A NEW WORLD 


It is one of the marvels of our time, 
how Palestine is growing. The regions 
that formed the real land of promise are 
far vaster than men imagine. These spread 
much more widely than even many Jews 
think. Not only will Transjordania form 
a part of Israel’s heritage, but the re- 
gions of Syria, reaching far beyond Da- 
mascus, even to the Taurus Mountains 
northward, are all more or less rich in 
fertile soil, fruitful in fruits of nearly all 
kinds, cotton, grains, etc. The great des- 
ert toward Euphrates may yield richly, 
for they need but water and cultivation 
to “bring forth abundantly,” and in due 
time God will provide the waters freely 
(Isa. 35:6). 

The lands of Syria are exceedingly fer- 
tile and capable of sustaining a vast 
population with many cities, as its ruins 
testify. Travelers record their astonish- 
ment at the evidences of an abundant 
life in the past, and the Scriptures pre- 
dict the revival of these cities to be the 
homes of great numbers of Hebrews in 
the millennial day, when the Jews will be 
restored in great riches and happiness to 
their promised land. With a settled civil- 
ization, Syria, Mosul, Assyria, and Baby- 
lonia, will produce a great commerce. 
These vast commercial treasures will ne- 
cessitate lines of rail and sea-going com- 
merce outward to Europe, which must 
pass through the entire East Mediterran- 
ean littoral, and great multitudes of men 
will dwell therein under the blessing of 
our Lord. 


One of the wonders of this new world 
is the commerce now swiftly developing 
in Palestine as a center, amazing the 
world. Consider the vast wealth of the 
Dead Sea, the great oil-pipeline to Haifa 
from beyond the desert, the new harbor 
under Carmel, soon to be one of the 
greatest ports of the Mediterranean, the 
linking up of all Syria by rail and motor 
roads with Palestine and the regions be- 
yond, with eager young Jewry waiting to 
open up the vast reaches of Arabia, Baby- 
lonia, and Persia, in a hinterland of amaz- 
ing possibilities, planting all the eastern 
Mediterranean coast land with lovely 
cities and happy suburban landscaped 
areas. The new proposal of a mass mi- 
gration of Jews from Germany to Pales- 
tine and other British areas, opens up an 
astonishing prospect. That it will be car- 
ried through even by the persistence of 
Jews with the aid of the colonizing gen- 
ius of John Bull, is quite problematical, 
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since the difficulties are so tremendous, 
but it promises a vast development. 
Should the return of Israel and of the 
Lord be delayed, as some students think, 
the project may be worked out in part 
from force of political and economic 
need.—From Jewish Missionary Maga- 
zine.

3600- YEAR-OLD PROPHECY LITER- 
ALLY FULFILLED 


The recent development of Haifa, 
Palestine, into an important harbor ful- 
fills a prophecy made by Jacob over 
3600 years ago, when he said, “Zebulon 
shall dwell at the haven of the sea: and he 
shall be for an haven of ships; and his 
border shall be unto Zidon,” (Gen, 49: 
13). These prophecies concerning his sons 
were to be fulfilled in the “last days,” or 
the final days of Israel’s troubles before 
their fullness and restoration under Shi- 
loh, the God of Peace. In the present era 
this coincides with the end of the age, 
just before the coming of Christ. 


When Zebulon was given the tribal di- 
vision of the land under Joshua, Asher 
was on the north, Manasseh to the south, 
Issachar on the east, with the Mediter- 
ranean Sea on the west. However there 
was not port for ships, and Zebulonites 
had to use the ships of Dan, so Jacob’s 
prophecy was not fulfilled then. 


In October, 1933, the High Commis- 
sioner formally opened the great port of 
Haifa, on Zebulon’s coastline, under the 
shadow of Mt. Carmel. This city is the 
outlet for the wealth of the Holy Land, 
for an oil line from the rich oil fields of 
Iraq brings over 4,000,000 tons of oil an- 
nually to be stored for shipping. Not only 
this oil, but the fabulous wealth of min- 
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erals and natural resources of the land, 
now being discovered from the Dead Sea, 
is shipped from Haifa, in addition to the 
natural wealth of agriculture and indus- 
try. 

For the first time in history a harbor 
of such size that the whole British Navy 
can be anchored there, as if in anticipa- 
tion of that day when the forces will 
meet at Armageddon! The “haven” sug- 
gests that Haifa will afford protection to 
Palestine ships in the coming struggle.— 
Prophecy.
